The equipment viewed Is a Cor- 


bin Farnsworth heart resuscita- 
tion and monitoring apparatus. 
This is broken down Into three dif- 
ferent and distinct pieces of 
equipment, or they can all be used 
together. 


The pacemaker, the oneontop, 


can be set to pulsate the heart at 
any rate the doctor desires. It is 
also provided with external or in- 
ternal pacemaking to be run off of 
regular 110 house current; or, in 
case they need to send a patient to 
Little Rock or some other hospi- 
tal, it has a battery that Is good 
for 102 hours, continuous pace- 
making. 


The life guard, the one on the 


right in the picture, is for car- 
diac monitoring. This provides 
for continuous monitoring of both 
blood flow and EKG. The blood 
flow is to be monitored by an ear 
piece. It also has a cardioscope 
and heart rate monitor. This en- 
ables the physician to se^Jlilgh 
and low limit as to pulse rate. If 
the physician decides that your 
pulse should not fall under 60 
per minute or go over 140 times 
per minute, he can so set this 
device and if your heart rate 
should fall below the set rate an 
alarm will sound, or should go 
above the set rate, an alarm will 
sound. This is also equipped so 
that we can get a continuous EKG, 
if necessary. 


The deflbrillator, on the left 


in the picture, is equipped with 
external electrodes with built 
in electrode switch and can pro- 
vide 400 or more watt per second 
output. Our Board of Governors 
authorized Mr. Cross to purchase 
this equipment from the Stover 
Company, at a cost of approxi- 
mately $3,500.00 . This is one of 
the many items which the hospi- 
tal has bought in the past year to 
upgrade patient care.

ington in 1941 as a congress- 
man's wife and, after his death, 
succeeded him in 1952. 


She was the first woman 


ejected to Congress from Mis- 
souri and a ladies' grow tapped 
her promptly to make a speech • 
about consumer legislation, 


"I realized I didn't know the 


first thing about consumer legis. 
lation," she said, "I went to the 
library and wore out the iibrarl» 
ans digging up material, but I 
still didn't know anything, 
f<So I went to my consumer 


group and told them Juet that, 
And I said, 'But I'll be in Wash-

Nixon's schedule calls for a 


news conference In Manchester, 
N.H., on Friday, and on Satur- 
day he attends a Manchester re- 
ception with his wife and daugh- 
ters and speaks at a Nixon for 
President dinner In Concord. 


Nixon, now 55, has been In 


politics since his election to Con- 
gress from California in 1946. 
He went over to the Senate in 
1951 and was vice president un- 
der President Dwlght D. Eisen- 
hower from 1953 to 1961. 


After his unsuccessful 1960 bid 


to follow Eisenhower In the 
White House he returned to Cal- 
ifornia and In 1962 was defeated 
when he ran for governor of the 
state. 


He read himself out of politics 


then In a famous press confer- 
ence and soon moved to New 
York where he entered private 
-law practice. But before long he 
was back making speeches and 
appearances for the party. 


In 1964 Nixon did not make a 


major open bid for the GOP 
nomination and he gave Barry 
Goldwater full support In his 
losing campaign. 


Now he has assembled 
a 


young brain trust at his New 
York headquarters which oper- 
ates out of new offices on Fifth 
Avenue. 


President Johnson Isn't offi-

Various Treatments 
Given in Heart Attacks 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Studies on the treatment ol 


heart attacks are branching 
out in so many directions and 
with such profusion that even 
the doctors are sometimes 
confused. Here Is the best ad- 
vice as given by recognized 
authorities: 


In the first six to eight 


weeks after a coronary occlu- 
sion (myocardlal infarction), 
the victim should be in a hos- 
pital, preferably in a coronary 
care unit. The first require- 
ment is to relieve pain with 
morphine or meperidine. If 
the pain is persistent and 
there is evidence of shock, 
oxygen is given. If the victim 
is restless, s e d a t i v e s are 
given, and, if the pulse is ir- 
regular, a drug to restore nor- 
mal rhythm is given. 


Anticoagulants appear to be 


of value In-preventing^rectir- 
rences and should be given 
regularly for three months 
after the attack. Some doctors 
continue their use for two or 
three years but their value 
slowly declines. They should 
not be taken indefinitely. 


It is important to follow the 


progress of recovery with fre- 
quent electrocardiograms and 
sedimentation rate determina- 
tions. If the victim has dia- 
betes, high blood pressure or 
a high cholesterol level, these 
must be treated to lessen the 
chances of a future heart at- 
tack. Much has been written 
recently about the dangers of 
too much cholesterol in the 
blood, but this is not nearly so 


mal he is encouraged to sit in 
an armchair for as long as he 
likes without 
getting 
over- 


tired. 


When he returns home, he is 


confined to one room for one 
week, except to go to the toi- 
let. In the second week he is 
confined to one floor, and in 
the third week he may slowly 
go up and down one flight of 
stairs, sit outdoors or nde in 
an auto. In the fourth week 
he may walk to a nearby store 
but should carry no packages. 
He may also conduct some 
business by telephone. 


At the end of four weeks he 


should have a checkup and, if 
all signs are favorable, he 
may return to work half time. 
Such exercise as walking, jog- 
ging, cycling and swimming 
are encouraged but not those 
that require breath holding, 
'such 'as weight lifting1,' chin- 
ning and pushups. Any exer- 
cise that causes chest pain, 
excessive fatigue or shortness 
of breath should be avoided.

Not All for Aged, 
Young are Benefiting

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 


Social Security stands in most 
American minds as an "old 
people's program," but in fact 
it has important meaning for 
young w o r k e r s , for some 
young students, and for large 
numbers of children. 


It IS designed basically to 


protect aging A m e r i c a n s 
against the risk of income loss 
that can go with age. And 
about 17 million of the 19 mil- 
lion aged 65 or older do draw 
benefits under Social Security. 
In addition, all 19 million are 
automatically safeguarded by 
the program's hospital insur- 
ance under Medicare. 


But, as we have seen earlier 


in this series, some two mil- 
lion orphans—survivors of de- 
ceased workers who would 
have been qualified for retire- 
ment benefits under Social Se- 
curity—get benefits today. 


A .breakdown indicates {hat,

through 21 arc qualified us 
survivors to get the higher 
cash benefits the revisions 
prescribe. 


In the care of their widowed 


mothers, qualified under the 
program, hundreds of thou- 


sands of unmarried young- 
sters under 18 and disabled 
children who suffered disabil- 
ity before 18 get benefits—as- 
suming their deceased fathers 
would have qualified for re- 
tirement payments under So- 
cial Security.
